A WINTER HARDY variety 
of 
kudzu, a cham pion soil-buiiding and 
grazing crop, has been discovered 
growing wild on a farm in Rock 
land County, N. Y , surviving tem 
p eratures of 20 below. This is 200 
miles north of where present va 
rieties will survive the winter. Ex- j 
pertinent stations are now develop­ 
ing strains of this seed for the 
m arket 
These new crops are all ideal 
soil-builders, providing the organ- j 
ic m atter so desperately needed 
by depleted soils. Organic m atter. 
the living, food-producing part of 
the soil, has decreased from an 
original four percent to a d anger­ 
ous low of one percent in many of 
our soils today. 
By providing good hay, pasture 
and often seed crops, these n e w 
plants, gifts of a bountiful N ature, 
can bring a fa rm e r good income at 
the sam e tim e they are restoring 
his soil to high production.

Decayed Sawdust 
Really Harmful 
Unless Augmented 


Rotting sawdust, added to t h e 
soil, does more harm than good 
unless it is supplem ented with e x ­ 
tra nitrogen, an agronom ist said 
today 
E. E. Barnes, of the Ohio Agri­ 
cultural E x p erim en t Station, said 
any form of decaying wood causes 
nitrogen hunger in crops growing 
on that soil. The reason is that o r­ 
ganism s causing the decay require 
m ore nitrogen for their body econ­ 
om y than the m aterial can supply 
The take it from the soil and co m ­ 
pete with the crop 
Using corn as a basic test crop, 
B arnes learned th at the nitrogen 
deficiency could be overcom e by 
adding sulfate of am m onia along 
with sawdust. R ate was 200 pounds 
of sulfate to 71^ tons of wet saw ­ 
dust per acre. 
B arnes 
said 
rotting 
sawdust, 
used in this fashion, 
did 
h e l p 
build the organic content of the 
soil and resulted in a slightly high- 
er crop yield. This yield was p a r ­ 
tially due to the fact that the ni­ 
trogen was slightly in excess of 
th at needed to balance the carbon 
in the sawdust. Without sulfate of 
am m onia sawdust was actually a 
detrim ent.

I’ve had some 
very near accidents with tractors 
in this class. It would be a good 1 
plan never to have a tractor on 
the road at night, or in the early 
morning or evening without a light

E. L. Hodson of eastern High­ 
land County, Hillsboro. RED I, re 
ports raising a very good crop of j 
Indiana 306 Hybrid corn. One up 
land field m ade about 80 bushels j 
per acre, and a field of U. S. 13 I 
was also very good, but not as good 
as the Indiana 306. 
The field of U. S. 13 was plant­ 
ed 12 inches a p art which was a 
very heavy rate of seeding. Having

"It 
is something that you can alw ays 
find a ready m arket for, at any 
season of the y e a r,” he said, “ so 
if you are in need of som e cash, 
all you need to do is to sell some 
corn,” he explained. 
He agreed 
with me too when I quoted the 
proverb fam iliar to most fa rm e rs, 
“ It s corn that m akes the m are 
go " One should bring this pro­ 
verb up to date by saying, “ it s 
corn that m akes the tracto r go” 
at least a good corn crop helps 
one to operate the farm at a profit

Dairy Problems 


Raise Question 


Fewer Cows And 
Drop In 
Fertility 


Is the United States heading to­ 
w ard a future shortage of dairy 
products, b e c a u s e of declining 
dairy cow population, and the in­ 
creasing problem of breeding fail­ 
ures? 


The A m erican Foundation for An­ 
imal Health raised th at question 
today, and cited som e startling fig­ 
ures regarding it. 


T erm ing the infertility problem 
in dairy cattle a “ serious m enace 
to the nation s food supplies,” the 
Foundation said the total num ber 
of cows in the U.S. now is 12 percent 
lower than in 1944 while our hum an 
population has increased 19 p e r­ 
cent 
Further, infertility problem s 
of d a i r y anim als seem to be in­ 
creasing and at the sa m e time, 
today’s em phasis in cattle raising 
seem s to be veering m ore toward 
beef, curtailing dairy production 
¥

THE FOUNDATION pointed to 
a Cornell University survey show­ 
ing cattle infertility in New York 
alone caused an annual $20,000,000 
loss. These breeding failures re ­ 
sult in lowered milk production. 
few er replacem ents, for the 24.000,- 
000 dairy cattle now left in the 
nation. 
“ Infertility is m erely a sym ptom 
of disease, or of functional disorder 
of heredity factors," the Founda­ 
tion said. “ Diseases chiefly respon­ 
sible for breeding failures include 
brucellosis, trichom oniasis, and vi 
briosis 
Faulty nutrition m ay also 
be 
a 
facto r.” 
The Foundation said that a pro­ 
g ra m of having dairy anim als given 
a health checkup at reg u lar inter 
vals is the No. I need in halting 
the present downw ard tren d in re 
production. 
“ Infertility can often be corrected 
by proper m edical tre a tm e n t,” the 
report states. “ Hormones, anti bi­ 
otics, 
and nutritional correctives 
helped to restore thousands of ani 
m als to norm al production.

can produce milk at a considerably 
lower rate per IOO pounds than one 
who feeds a high percentage of

A high-yielding, high quality sup. 
ply depends on a soil fertile enough 
: to provide all the plant nutrients 
that legum e-grass crops need. Lim- 
I ing and fertilizing with nitrogen, 
I phosphate and potash fertilizer and 
then top-dressing the pasture reg-

Course for Young Farmers Now Offered at Jeffersonville 


Class Still Open 
And Scheduled 
To Run IS Weeks 


A short course in farm manage 
ment problems for young farmers 
is now getting under way as a part 
of the vocational agriculture course 
at Jeffersonville High School. 


It is for young farmers out of 
school—men 16 years of age on 
up to 30 or even 35 years old. 
There is no charge for the course 
because it is a part of the vo-ag 
program which is financed by the 
school and the state and federal 
governments. 
L. N, Geiger, the vo-ag teacher 
at Jeffersonville High School, is the 
instructor for this new short course 
Classes are to be held once a week. 
at night, probably on Mondays at 
7:30 P. M. 
It is now scheduled to run for 
15 weeks, but it may run longer 
Geiger said. 
Most of the questions to be dis 
cussed are chosen by the members 
of the class. 
The first meeting was held last 
Monday night. There were eight 
there then, but 
Geiger 
said 
he 
thought the class would increase to 
15 or more when the course really 
gets going. 


O NE O F T H E REASONS why he 
said he expected the course might 
run longer than 15 weeks was 18 
topics for discussion were suggest 
cd at that first meeting. 
Geiger made it plain that this 
short course is in addition to the 
regular high school vo-ag course 
and the G I or veterans agricul­ 
ture training courses which have 
been conducted for some time. 
Next Monday night, the class is 
to take up the problem of “ Care 
and Feeding of the Brood Sow 
from Breeding to Weaning." This 
was one of those the members of 
the class wanted to go into, Geiger 
said. 
Since there is no charge for the 
course and since it is open to any 
young farmer, it is expected to 
prove popular 
Geiger said that one of those in 
the group was a graduate of Je f­ 
fersonville High School and that he 
had taken the vo-ag course while 
a student.

Feed The "B ugs' 


To Aid The Steer 


Feed the “ bugs” or rumen or­ 
ganisms along with the steer if 
you want to increase feed efficien­ 
cy of beef cattle, an animal scien­ 
tist told the Ohio Nutrition Con­ 
ference which met in Columbus. 
Dr. Orville G. Bentley of the ani­ 
mal science department. Ohio Ag­ 
ricultural Experiment Station, said 
the “ bugs” 
are 
rumen 
bacteria 
which convert roughage to energy 
and body protein. These bacteria 
work in a steer s first stomach or 
rumen and do the actual job of 
getting grass and hay in shape for 
final digestion. 
“ We’ve learned through experi­ 
ments,” Bentley said, “ that if the 
bacteria are well fed. the steer’s 
nutritional status is much better. 
For example, coarse, mature hay 
produces fewer pounds of beef be­ 
cause bacteria cannot easily digest 
it. Likewise, finely ground rough­ 
ages settle out and pass on through 
the rumen without being worked 
over by the bugs.” 
Bentley stressed the 
need 
for 
more research in this field so that 
more efficient 
feeding 
programs 
might be set up. Once the rumen 
bacteria are completely harnessed, 
he explained, growers can produce 
more meat at a lower cost to con­ 
sumers.

Frozen Food For 
Baby Is Latest 


Frozen fruits and vegetables in 


a puree form may offer new possi­ 
bilities in the field of baby foods. 
an Ohio horticulturist said today 


W. A. Gould, of the Ohio Agricul­ 
tural Experiment Station, made his 
observations after conducting re 
search with quick frozen snap beans 
and other vegetables and fruits 
made into puree form for infant 
feeding. 
“ Frozen baby foods retain their 
color and flavor very well over a 
period of 9 months to a year,” 
Gould 
said. 
“ Furthermore, 
our 
taste testing panel Showed a mark 
ed preference for the frozen pro­ 
ducts.” 
Gould found that one method for 
freezing and possible merchandis­ 
ing of baby food was to place the 
pureed product in freezing trays 
similar to those used for ice cubes 
and freeze at -20 degrees F. When 
frozen, each cube was wrapped in

It was planted May loth and 
fertilized in the row at the rate of 
450 pounds per acre of 3-12-12 fer­ 
tilizer. which is an unusually heavy 
application to use in the row, and 
I believe the highest I ever report 
ed. We used to think that it wasn't 
safe to use much more than 150 
pounds of fertilizer in the row at 
planting time, but we know now 
that if you will use a spreader, so 
that the fertilizer falls on each side 
of the corn and not on it, that you 
can profitably use much more and 
not damage the stand. 
I wasn’t surprised to learn from 
these farmers that over a period of 
years it pays to plant the corn crop 
just as soon as you can in the 
spring of the year, but there are 
ome exceptions, they pointed out. 
Sometimes when it is cold and 
rainy in early spring corn is better 
off in the sack.

many occasions, has proven that he is a 
solid and practical thinker, raised t h e 
question in a meeting here a few days 
ago. as to whether it seemed probable 
that the United Nations organization was 
not about to 
go the way of the League 
of Nations. 
There are m any people who have open­ 
ly held this view and who have indicated 
that they have become thoroughly out of 
patience with the lack of accomplishment 
of the UN organization which started with 
such high purpose and then began to 
show a lack of cohesive effort due largely 
to selfish purposes 
of some representa­ 
tives of various countries. 
It is quite true that there have been 
m any times in the recent past when it 
seemed likely that the 
United 
Nations 
would not be able to weather the storm 
rf international tensions; that it was des­ 
tined to go the way of the League of Na­ 
tions. On such occasions 
the 
countries 
which seem ed most likely to 
“take a 
walk” ail the way out of the UN, 
some­ 
how refrained from taking the final step. 
None appeared willing to precipitate what 
many predicted would be an international 
disaster. 
Now new crises impend in th# UN. De­ 
bate on the Korean War, the choice of a 
new secretary-general to succeed Trygvie 
Lie, and the opening of discussions on 
the complex colonial problems represent­ 
ed by French Tunis and Morocco have 
poised new problems to challenge the pa­ 
tience of the entire world 
and 
create 
further tensions between East and West. 
In this atmosphere of constantly rising 


frictions, 
there is much ground for dis­ 
couragement. but none for despair. The 
UN serves as a forum for the airing of 
grievances and conceivably performs a 
valuable function by permitting the re­ 
lease of information which might other­ 
wise go unchallenged. 
If blowing off steam can keep the ket­ 
tle from exploding, the UN is justified. It 
represents a hope, if not an achievement, 
and hope must not perish on this troubled 
globe. 


Price Slump Abrood 
Inflation could continue in the United 
States as a result of deliberate govern­ 
ment policies, but most economists guess 
that the spiral will level off. 
This is evident from reports of price 
weaknesses internationally. The British 
price index, made up of commodit i e s 
produced around the world, has fallen 18 
percent from the 1951 high. This includes 
such items as sugar, grains, m e t a l s , 
spices, cocoa, rice and jute. 
In this country prices of such imports 
as rubber, tin, wool, coffee, hides and 
shellac have tumbled 35 percent from the 
1951 peak. 
These declines continue as governments 
of the United States. Britain. F l a n c e. 
Canada and others cease stockpile buy­ 
ing and world demand lessens. In t h e 
United States domestic commodities have 
slumped 4 percent in three months. 
If a buyers' market is in the making, 
the consumer will find that his pay check 
goes a lot farther. A 
price 
slump, 
of 
course, always presents a danger of get­ 
ting out of hand.

This d isea se is usually hereditary, 
but is not apt to show up before a 
child has reach ed his ‘teen s It is 
m ost likely to occur during the 
30 - and 40’s. 
It usually starts 
with a thinning of walls of the 
blood vessels 
This m ak es them 
rupture and bleed easily. 
The inside of the nose in these 
people is a brilliant red 
lf the 
d isease is also present in the skin. 
it is a red -violet shade 
U sually this d isea se can occur 
in the skin or the intestine, but is 
also fairly co m m on in the nose 
P erson s affected with it tell of 
spitting or 
vom iting 
blood, 
or 
p assing blood in urine or stool 
S om e m ay even have brain hem 
orrhage Dilated blood vessels be

m ay be causing the nosebleeds

The dis­ 
e a s e is chronic and, in m ost in­ 
stan ces, cannot be perm an en tly 
cleared up, there being a m arked 
ten dency for the eruption to re­ 
cur.

LONDON, 
No v . 
22—Lf)—Girls 
should be permitted to m arry at 15 
if they are biologically ready, Dr. 
Marie Stopes, 
famed 
writer 
on 
m arital problems, has suggested to 
a royal commission on marriage 
and divorce. 
However, she said Thursday, she 
would not encourage such early 
marriages, she just thinks they 
should be legally possible. 
“The present age limit of 16 is 
too high and ignores the biological 
tendency to m arriage,” Dr. Stopes 
said 
The expert, who is 72, said one- 
third or a fourth of Britain’s girls 
are ready for marriage at 15. 
“I’ve discovered that, biological­ 
ly. British women are three main 
types: those who are fully mature 
and ready for childbearing at 15 
or 16; the larger number—the av­ 
erage type — ready for marriage 
about 18 to 21, and those who can 
be married but who are not sexu­ 
ally mature until the age 27 to 30. 
“ Many 
of 
our 
grandmothers 
were happy brides at the age of 
16 and even 15. When women are 
biologically capable of bearing a 
child, they should be legally cap­ 
able of m arrying.” 


Panel Urging 
Face-Lift For 
Niagara Falls 


TORONTO, Nov. 22—<4A—A joint 
U. S.-Canadian commission propos­ 
es to give Niagara Falls a face­ 
lifting. It wants the famous w ater­ 
fall to look more beautiful with 
less water. 
Details of the project were dis­ 
closed Thursday to Canadian and 
U. S. parks and power officials by 
the International Joint Commis­ 
sion. The plans will be submitted 
to the two governments. If approv­ 
ed quickly, work could be started 
early next year and completed in 
1956. 
The commission’s plans, devel­ 
oped after two years study by en­ 
gineers, call for a control dam 
1,550 feet long built from the Ca­ 
nadian side a mile above the falls. 
They also propose dredging the 
Niagara River bottom just above 
the brink of the falls 
The commission claims the pro­ 
ject would reduce the p r e s e n t 
speed with which the river is eat­ 
ing away the brink of the falls and 
would make possible two vantage 
points on each tip of the horseshoe 
from which an unobstructed view 
of the falls could be obtained. No 
estimate of the cost was announc­ 
ed.

Miners' Pay 
Hike Decision 
Seen Delayed 


WASHINGTON, No v . 22— UPI— 
Economic Stabilizer Roger Putnam 
may postpone until next week his 
decision on whether a $1.90 daily 
pay raise for soft coal miners is 
inflationary. 
Putnam was reported Friday to 
have about decided to put off the 
ruling until next Monday or Tues­ 
day. He had promised earlier to do 
everything possible to reach a de­ 
cision this week. 
The case came to Putnam on an 
appeal from a Wage Stabilization 
Board decision holding that only 
$1.50 of the miners’ negotiated pay- 
raise was approvable under the na­ 
tion’s wage controls. 
The 
board 
held that the extra 40 cents would 
be inflationary. 
There was no indication of how 
Putnam would rule lf he upholds 
the WSB and rules that the extra 
40 cents per day can't be paid the 
miners, they may walk out in pro­ 
test. 
A ruling reversing the WSB. on 
the other hand, would damage that 
agency’s prestige and might lead 
to some resignations.
